I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a Report  for  the 
year  1945,  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of 
Haltemprice,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  28/46  (England). 

The  instruction  continues  that  Reports  should  be 
short  and  directed  principally  towards  the  careful  preserv- 
ation of  all  records  and  statistics,  and  should  not  include 
any  reference  to  activities  in  connection  with  war-time, 
industrial,  military  or  other  important  developments.

This  gives  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  14.7  compared  with  18.6 
for  1944.  and  16.1  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
for  1945.

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Because  it  has  been  the  subject  of  considerable  public 
comment,  I wish  to  state  that  there  has  been,  from  time  to 
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time,  regrettable  delay  in  obtaining  Sanatorium  and  Hospital 
treatment,  but  such  delay  has  been  common  to  many  parts 
of  the  country,  and  is  entirely  due  to  difficulties  in  getting 
trained  nursing  and  domestic  staff.  Ex-seivice  cases  number 
10  men  and  1 woman.  Comparative  figures  for  the  last  five 
years  show  the  smallest  number  of  deaths  recorded  for 
many  years. 


6.— DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  response  to  this  has  been  very  satisfactory  through- 
out the  district,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  majority 
of  children  are  brought  to  one  or  other  of  the  four  Clinics 
which  have  been  established,  before  they  are  a year  old. 

During  the  year  about  500  Dutch  children,  with 
attendants,  were  housed  in  one  of  the  large  Hostels  in 
Cottingham,  and  brought  Diphtheria  with  them— the  first 
case  being  reported  about  12  hours  after  their  arrival.  They 
had,  in  all,  6 children  and  1 adult  who  required  Hospital 
treatment,  and  several  “carriers'5  who  were  found  were 
isolated  in  the  grounds.  There  was  no  spread  of  the  disease 
to  the  outside  area.  The  ages  of  our  three  local  cases  were  : 
16  years,  21  years  and  21  years — all  females  and  none  of 
these  had  been  immunised. 


7.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been,  and  is, 
satisfactory  in  botli  quantity  and  quality.  The  chief  source 
is  from  pumping  stations,  situated  in  our  area,  which  are  the 
property  of  the  Hull  Corporation. 

The  water  is  drawn  from  deep  chalk  strata,  is  chlorinated 
at  source,  and  has  consistently  proved  to  be  free  from 
contamination.  Direct  supply  from  mains  to  individual 
houses  is  used  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  but  there  are 
178  houses  with  separate  stand  pipes,  183  houses  sharing 
stand  pipes,  and  166  houses — mostly  beyond  the  reach  of 
water  mains — have  their  own  pumps. 
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8. — GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  standard  of  health  of  the  public  throughout  the 
year  has  been  good 

The  year  saw  the  conclusion  of  the  War,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  consequent  delay  in  much  needed  Health 
Services  will  be  overcome  as  speedily  as  possible,  especially 
with  reference  to  housing  and  relief  from  overcrowding, 
provision  of  Sanatorium  treatment  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis, 
and  suitable  Hospital  accommodation  for  Maternity  cases. 

We  have  cause  for  congratulation  in  the  facts  that  the 
number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  is  the  smallest  recorded 
for  many  years  and  that  there  has  not  been  a single  death 
from  infectious  disease.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

All  the  slaughtering,  excepting  in  cases  of  emergency,, 
is  carried  out  in  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughterhouse. 
Routine  meat  inspection  is  made,  and  with  regard  to 
emergenc}^  slaughtering,  this  department  is  notified  by  the 
slaughterhouse  manager  or  slaughterman  immediately  fol- 
lowing. Periodical  limewashing  of  slaughterhouses  and  lairs 
is  carried  out.  The  total  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses 
on  the  register  is  nine.

HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  is  undertaken 
by  direct  labour,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer’s 
Department. 

Mechanical  transport  is  used  throughout  the  District, 
and  a weekly  collection  is  made. 

All  house  refuse  in  the  three  Wards  is  disposed  of  in 
the  following  manner  : — 

Cottingham  Ward — Controlled  tipping  into  the  Cross 

Roads  Pit,  Cottingham. 

Central  „ Controlled  tipping  at  the  Rip- 

lingham  Cross  Roads  tip. 

Hessle  „ Controlled  tipping  on  tip  near 

the  Humber  Bank. 

All  the  above  tipping  sites  are  in  open  areas  at 
considerable  distances  from  population  areas  and  have 
proved  satisfactory. 


DISINFECTION. 

Disinfections  were  carried  out  at  premises  after  every 
case  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  bedding,  etc.,  was,  by  special 
arrangements,  disinfected  at  the  Hull  Corporation’s  Disin- 
fecting Station.
